I present  for  youi'  consideration  the  following  report  on  our  work 
in  1966, 

There  were  no  staff  changes  during  the  year.  Mr.  E.E,  Roughton 
is  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Inspector,  and  as  such  is  engaged  full  time 
at  the  Bradpole  Slaughterhouse.  Mr.  K.S.  Bolt  is  the  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector,  and  is  employed  part  time  with  Lyme  Regis 
Borough  Council  and  part  time  with  Bridport  Rural  District  Council. 

The  four  ’Vest  Dorset  authorities  jointly  employee  Mr.  R.  Singleton 
as  Pupil  Public  Health  Inspector,  unfortunately  Mr.  Singleton  suffered 
a motor  accident  in  June,  which  necessitated  his  absence  from  the  third 
and  last  of  the  five  week  block  release  course  of  his  first  year  at 
Bristol  Tecianical  College.  He  later  took  the  first  year  terminal 
examination  and  was  successfuH.  so  that  he  was  able  to  enter  on  the  second 
year  course.  Miss  J.  Whetham  is  the  shorthand  typist/clerk  to  the 
department . 

The  air  pollution  measuring  station  on  Eggardon  Hill  came  into 
operation  on  the  Lfih  of  January  1966,  and  I would  like  to  record  my 
thanks  to  the  County  Public  Health  Engineer  and  his  staff  who  put  a 
case  before  the  Dorset  County  Council  resulting  in  financial  help  being 
given  to  the  Bridport  Rural  District  Council.

The  Rural  District  Council  agreed  to  support  the  County  Council 
if  they  decided  to  undertake  fluoricLation  but  the  County  Council  was 
opposed  to  tills  preventative  measure. 

Some  doubt  has  been  expressed  as  to  the  practicability  of 
fluoridation  in  West  Dorset.  It  is  not  easy  to  add  chemicals  to 
water  when  the  flow  is  small  and  subject  to  fluctuation,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  the  use  of  a dry  feeder  vjould  be  impracticable,  mainly 
because  an  increase  in  staff  would  be  necessary  for  maintaining  the 
equipment.  Hov;ever  the  use  of  fluoride  in  solution  with  automatic 
equipment  has  already  been  demonstrated  in  rural  areas  to  be  practical 
and  economic. 

ilrivate  Water  Supplies. 

The  Vest  Dorset  Water  Board  continued  to  extend  their  supply  and 
during  I966  Whitchurch,  Ryall,  Morcombelake  and  Chideock  had  mains  water 
rrioAe  available,  although  by  the  end  of  the  3^ear  all  the  dwellings  in  these 
villages  had  not  been  connected. 

This  means  that  at  the  31st  of  December  I966  the  CliLdeock  Water 
Works  Company,  Kastead  Supply  Morcombelake,  snd  the  Ryall  Residents  Supply 
were  still  affording  water  to  some  consumers,  but  it  is  hoped  that  all  the 
persons  at  present  receiving  Y;ater  from  these  three  supplies  v/ill  be 
connected  to  the  Water  Board’s  mains  by  the  end  of  1967» 

The  Water  Board  has  not  as  yet  taken  over  some  privately  ovmed  public 
supplies  in  the  district  and  these  are  as  follows: - 

a)  The  Coif  ox  Estate,  Moorbath. 

b)  The  Jackson’s  Supply,  Stonebarrow. 

c)  The  Pass  Family  Trust  Supply,  Wootton  Fitzpaine.

In  connection  with  water  supplies  116  visits  were  made  by  the 
Public  Health  Department  staff  during  the  year. 


The  table  on  the  follovdng  tv;o  pages  shows  the  number  of  dwellings 
and  the  populations  of  each  parish  supplied  with  piped  water  by  the 
''Jest  Dorset  YJater  Board,  the  Bridport  Rural  District  Council  or 
private  companies. 


During  the  year  a further  435  dwellings  housing  some  1,100  persons, 
were  connected  to  the  mains  of  the  West  Dorset  Water  Board;  the 
majority  of  these  connexions  arising  from  water  main  extensions  into 
various  villages 


It  is  only  in  Stanton  St,  G-abriel  and  Wootton  Pitzpaine  vdiere 
less  than  half  of  the  paroclxLal  populations  are  supplied  vdth  piped 
vjater  from  Water  Board  or  private  company  mains. 

In  the  above  table  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  ten  unsatisfactory 
samples  talcen  by  the  West  Dorset  Water  Board  were  from  newl.y  laid  mains 
before  they  were  put  into  commission,  and  that  these  samples  'uere 
repeated  after  the  new  mains  had  been  cleansed.  Satisfactory  samples 
were  obtained  before  connections  for  dwellings  were  made  to  the  mains. 

The  18  unsatisfactory  samples  'were  obtained  from  ten  private  supplies. 
As  a result  of  action  taken  by  the  o'.wiers  of  these  private  supplies  six 
were  rendered  satisfactory  before  the  end  of  the  year.  T-wo  more  -were 
taken  from  proper'^bies  which  are  now  the  subject  of  demolition  orders. 

The  remaining  two  unsatisfactory  samples  came  from  two  separate  individual 
houses  and  these  were  still  being  investigated  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  thirteen  unsatisfactory  samples  from  public  supplies  were 
obtained  from  Whitchurch  Canonicorum  and  Ciiideock  v;hich  v;ere  subsequently 
replaced  by  the  West  Dorset  7Jater  Board's  mains.  Ten  unsatisfactory 
samples  from  Wootton  Fitzpaine  resulted  in  a chlorination  plant  being 
installed  and  since  this  plant  has  been  operative  satisfactory  samples 
have  resulted.

Improvement  of  Houses. 

The  improvement  of  many  of  the  older  houses  in  the  rural  district 
so  that  they  offer  a standard  of  comfort  and  amenity  comparahle  v/ith 
that  of  a modern  house  is  an  important  part  of  the  housing  programme, 
particularly  as  many  people  often  prefer  to  continue  living  in  the 
existing  houses  if  improvements  can  be  carried  out*  Unfortunately  less 
than  3^  of  the  houses  vdiich  could  be  improved  are  made  the  subject  of 
-jrant  applications  in  any  year,  and  this  despite  exhibitions  arranged 
yearly  from  19^3  - '1965  inclusive.  The  Housing  Act,  gives  the 

Council  power,  subject  to  certain  conditions,  to  insist  on  the  improvement 
of  rented  dwellings.  The  Council  are  required  to  have  their  district 
Ixispected  from  time  to  time  to  ascertain  whether  anypart  of  it  ought 
to  be  declared  an  improvement  area.  An  improvement  area  is  one  which 
contains  dwellings  lacicing  one  or  more  of  the  standard  amenities,  at 
least  one-half  of  \7hich  d?/ellings  (a)  it  vrould  be  practicable  to  improve 
to  the  full  standard  prescribed  and  (b)  after  improvement  would  be  fit 
for  habitation  and  subject  to  normal  maintenance  be  likely  to  remain  so 
for  not  less  than  fifteen  years.  Tenants  of  houses  outside  improvement 
areas  may  also  get  their  houses  improved  for  the  Act  enables  them  to  ask 
the  Council  to  require  the  owner  to  provide  standard  improvements.  With 
the  implications  of  the  Housing  Act,  in  mind  work  commenced  towards 

the  end  of  1966  to  investigate  some  of  the  parishes  in  the  district  to 
ascertain  whether  or  not  improvement  areas  should  be  considered. 

Standard  G-rants 

In  1966  twenty  one  dwellings  in  the  district  were  improved  T,vith 
the  aid  of  a standard  grant.  The  total  amount  paid  in  grants  during 
the  year  was  £2fjl86,  an  average  of  £200  per  house.  The  average  grant  - 
in  1965>  when  twenty  two  dwellings  were  improved,  was  £110,  The  large 
increase  in  the  average  grant  arises  from  the  fact  that  grants  paid  in 
19  5 vrere  \vithin  the  normal  limit  of  £155  per  dv/elling,  v/hereas  in 
1966  12  of  the  grants  paid  were  to  the  higher  limit  of  £350  per 
dwelling  maximum.  In  I966  exactly  50;^  of  the  standard  grants  were 
paid  to  ov/ner-occupiers.  Detailed  figures  are  given  in  the  Table. 

Discretionary  Grants. 

In  the  rural  district  grants  totalling  £4.j215  were  paid. 

The  average  grant  per  house  was  £35'1  j compared  with  £375  in 
1965,  60^  of  the  discretionary  grants  were  paid  to  oTjner-

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Overall  there  is  a reduction  in  the  "unfit”  dwellings,  and  this 
is  particularly  gratifying  in  respect  of  the  Classification  III  dwellings 
(reduced  by  25/0  • 

(c)  Amenities 

Considering  the  lack  of  standard  improvement  grant  amenities  the 
following  facts  emerge  in  respect  of  the  242  dwellings: - 

i)  62/1  of  the  dwellings  have  all  five  standard  aiaenities. 

ii)  16^  of  the  dw'ollings  lack  one  standard  amenity, 

iii)  Ufo  of  the  dwellings  lack  two  standard  amenities, 

iv)  4/0  of  the  dwellings  lack  thnee  standard  anonitios, 

v)  1^0  of  tIiG  dwellings  lack  four  standard  rameiiities, 

vi)  10^  of  the  dwellings  lack  all  five  standard  gjnenities. 

One  quarter  of  the  d;7ollings  having  all  five  standard  amenities  are 
let  to  tenants,  and  tliroe  quarters  of  the  dwellings  lacking  all  five 
standard  amenities  are  let  to  tenants. 

Detailed  inspections  of  the  properties  lacking  standard  amenities  began 
towfirds  the  end  of  the  year  and  mil  continue  during  19^7  nnd  as  a result  of 
thes  inspections  and  action  will  be  taicon  to  achieve  the  modernisation  of 
these  d-;ellings,  possibl3^  in  the  form  of  improvement  areas.  In  viev;  of  the 
success  of  the  card  survey  scheme  it  is  to  be  extended  to  other  parishes  so 
that  all  parishes  in  the  district  are  covered  during  the  next  two  years. 


Dural  Housing  Sun.’-ey, 

During  I966  the  final  inspections  of  some  Classification  III  (those 
requiring  extensive  repair  and  modernisation)  dwellings  were  carried  out  and 
some  of  these  were  subsequently  reclassified  into  Classification  F/ 

(those  requiring  demolition  and  replacing).  So  although  it  appears  from 
the  Appen.ix  that  some  action  has  now  been  talcen  in  respect  of  all 
Classification  IV  d\7ellings,  there  are  still  90  Classification  F/  dwellings 
in  this  district  upon  which  demolition  orders  or  landertakings  are  operative, 
or  where  modernisation  schemes  are  in  train.  Nevertheless  as  the  inspections 
of  Glassification  III  houses  proceeds  it  may  v/ell  be  that  the  number  of 
Classification  IV  houses  vd.ll  increase*  The  state  at  the  31st  of  December 
1966  is  shov/n  in  Appendices  I and  II, 

Appendix  I shows  the  classification  of  all  of  the  3>451  separate 
dwellings  within  tiiis  district.  Nearly  tliree  quarters  of  these  dwellings 
are  placed  in  Classification  I and  only  or  90  dwellings  remain  in 
Classification  F/,  In  the  eleven  yooxs  which  have  ela.psed  since  the 
preliminary’"  survey’"  was  carried  out  nea.rly  750  additional  dv/elling  units 
have  been  provided.  Tils  figure  docs  not  of  course  represent  new  dwellings 
entirely,  for  in  addition  all  conversion  of  property  into,  for  example, flats, 
are  also  included  and  the  gross  figiare  is  reduced  by  demolitions  carried  out 
over  that  period. 
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Appendix  II  is  in  respect  of  all  Classification  P/  dwellings  only 
and  this  Appendix  records  all  dwellings  placed  in  tliis  Classification 
since  the  prelirainary  survey'-  v/as  carried  out  in  July  195^  and  shows 
the  results  of  any  action  taken  since  this  time* 

'from  Appendix  II  it  -Till  he  seen  that  action  has  heon  concluded 
in  respect  of  136  or  62^  of  the  212  dwellings  in  Classification  IV*

At  the  end  of  I966  eight  bungalovrs  wore  midor  construction,  2 at 
Symondsbury  and  6 at  Loders,  and  fiirther  proposals  for  the  erection  of 
8 flats  at  Bradpole,  A flats  at  Charmouth  and  6 bungalows  at  Morcombelaice 
are  included  in  the  196?  programrae.  Mov/ever,  no  thought  has  been  given 
recently  to  the  advantages  of  the  County  Council  scheme  for  financial 
a,ssistance  to  district  Councils  providing  a v/arden  service*  There  is  no 
doubt  that  the  help  of  a v;arden  for  old  people  living  in  piurpose  built 
accommodation  allows  them  to  enjoy  the  independence  of  their  ovm  homes  and 
often  avoids  the  necessity  of  their  admission  to  an  institution*

DRillNAG-B  & SaTEIblDE 
Joint  Sewerage  Scheme, 

The  outfall  sewer  to  be  constructed  at  Nest  Bay  has  been,  among 
other  considerations,  designed  to  avoid  beach  pollution.  In  order  to 
achieve  this  it  is  necessary  to  locate  the  discharge  point  of  the  26  inch 
diameter  steel  pipe  4>50C)  feet  from  the  low  7/ater  m.ark. 

Work  is  scheduled  to  start  on  tliis  scheme  on  the  5'fch  of  January,  1967 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  first  stage  xTill  be  completed  by  the  end  of  May. 

The  outfall  pipe  xvhich  is  made  of  steel  will  be  protected  by  a concrete 
coating  and  also  a lining  of  epoxy  resin  xx'hich  X7ill  prevent  corrosion  and 
abrasion. 

The  pipe  sections  will  be  transported  along  the  railway  embanlcment  to 
a position  appro:d.mately  2,300  feet  from  the  sea  end  of  the  station  platform 
at  V/est  Bay.  These  sections  xvill  then  be  welded  together  into  two  main 
lengths,  each  length  being  2,300  feet  long,  and  laid  on  rubber  ti^rred 
conveyors  ready  for  pulling  out  to  sea. 

A temporary  coffer-dam  will  be  constructed  in  the  surf  area  to  enable 
the  pipe  to  be  launched  to  the  sea  bed.  The  launching  route  from  the 
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railway  siding  to  the  end  of  the  coffer-dam  vri.ll  be  excavated  and  rubber 
tyred  rollers  placed  in  positiono  T\vo  areas  of  rock  on  the  sea  bed  to.11 
need  to  be  blasted  out  to  enable  the  pipe  to  bo  laid  in  a trench. 

Lt  tlri-s  stage  a barge  v/ith  a winch  vri.ll  be  moored  offshore  and 
pulling  wires  laid  from  the  barge  to  the  first  length  of  pipe  on  the 
rail  embanionent . Then  the  pipe  vill  bo  pulled  out  to  sea  and 
trenched  into  the  sea  bed  using  a marine  plough.  The  second  length 
will  be  v/elded  to  the  first  and  the  completed  pipe  pulled  to  the 
required  position* 

Once  the  submarine  outfall  has  been  completed  Bridport  Borough, 
villages  from  Bridport  R.D.  and  Beaminster  R.D,  and  the  town  of 
Beaminstcr  will  be  linked  to  the  scheme  in  progressive  stages. 

The  outfall  of  course  cannot  be  used  until  the  pumping  station  at 
h'est  Bay  is  in  operation  and  it  is  hoped  tha,t  tenders  for  tlis  will  be 
approved  early  in  the  new  year.  It  is  anticipated  that  tenders  for 
the  pressure  pipe  line  fr'om  Beaminster  vill  be  received  in  March  19^7 
and  the  main  work  on  this  scheme  vill  be  completed  early  in  19^8. 

Drainage  & Sewerage. 

Main  drainage  is  nov/  available  in  Bothenhampton  (village  and 
'./alditch),  Bridport  (Beaminster  Road,  East  Road  and  Coneygar  Road), 

Burton  Bradstock,  Gather st on  Lowest on,  Charmouth,  Puncknowle  (village), 
Siipton  G-orge  anid  Symondsbury  (west  Bay).  Unsatisfactory  main  drainage 
or  unsewered  areas  exist  at  Mlington,  iskerswell,  Bradpole  (village 
and  r^ore),  Chideock  (North  Clideock,  village  and  Seat  own),  Chilcombe, 
Litton  Cheney,  Loders  (village,  Uploders,  Yondover  and  Matravers), 
jr\incl<nov/le  (Uest  Bexington),  Symondsbury  (village,  Broadoak,  Eype  and 
Uatton),  Swyre,  Uhit church  Canonicorum  (village,  Morcombelalce , Ryall 
and  Fishponds  Bottom)  and  livootton  Fitzpaine  (village  and  Monlcton  v ;yia). 

Dwellings  in  these  latter  areas  are  normally  drained  to  private 
septic  tanks  and  in  some  of  the  more  outlying  areas  chemical  and  bucket 
closets  are  still  in  use  in  some  dwellings. 

During  the  year  progress  xvas  me-de  vith  the  laying  of  sewers  in 
Chideock  and  Seat own  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  scheme  will  become 
operative  early  in  1967*  This  scheme  vill  eliminate  some  of  the 
severe  pollution  of  the  River  Uinniford  at  Seat  own. 

During  the  year  complaints  were  received  regarding  the  discharge 
of  the  sewers  at  V/est  Bexington,  wlich  is  to  a lagoon  immediately  belind 
the  Chesil  Bank.  Lt  the  time  the  Yost  Bexington  sevrer  was  constructed 
a sewage  disposal  plant  was  provided  where  the  lagoon  now  is,  but  for 
some  years  this  has  been  under  water. 
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The  series  of  sea  saniples  from  pre-determined  positions  from  the 
boundary  in  the  'iVest  up  to  and  including  the  beach  under  Thorncombe 
Beacon  were  continued  diuring  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  varying 
amoiints  of  pollution  were  recorded,  depending  on  the  loca,tion,  the 
state  of  the  tide,  the  direction  and  force  of  the  wind,  and  the 
height  of  the  waves*  A total  of  27  samples  \jere  taken  and  several 
of  these  recorded  in  excess  of  18,000  Bact,  coli  (type  l)  per  100  ml* 

In  connection  vTith  drainage  and  sewerage  55  visits  were  made 
during  the  year,  but  tlxLs  figure  does  not  include  visits  where 
overflowing  septic  tanlcs  or  other  drainage  nuisances  e^dsted* 

MOBILE  COIfMIENCES  - TRilVBLIiEBS  HBST.  3RIDP0BT. 
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aomo  years  Bridport;  RurPol  District  Council  have  been  concerned 
at  the  danger  to  health  caused  by  the  very  rapid  incree.se  in  fouling  of  lay- 
bys ajid  stopping  places  on  main  roads  T;ithin  the  district,  particularly 
durin  ' the  holiday  season.  It  was  felt  that  the  lay-by  nuisa.nce  could 
be  be  st  avoided  by  the  provision  of  toilet  facilities  on  the  A»35  Trunk 
road  and  various  systems  and  costs  were  studied, 

Follovd.ng  a visit  to  Messrs,  Rollalong  Limited  in  May  19^5^  the 
Council  agreed,  as  an  experiment,  to  purchase  a skidded  toilet  unit 
designed  for  waterborne  sanitation,  for  erection  on  the  County  Council 
lay-by  at  the  Travellers  Rest.  Tliis  site  was  chosen  because  of  the 
reasonable  proximity  of  mains  water  and  electricity*  Consent  for  the 
use  of  the  site  was  obtained  from  Dorset  County  Council  and  formal 
planning  permission  granted  in  November  1965* 

The  site  was  prepened  in  January  I966  with  the  construction  of  a 
concrete  base  for  the  unit  and  a 6OO  gallon  precast  concrete  septic 
tarik  drainage  system  with  sub-surface  irrigation  was  installed.  Mains 
water  and  drainage  connections  were  left  ready  for  connection  to  the 
unit  at  points  agreed  with  the  manufacturers. 

The  toilet  unit  was  delivered  on  the  23rd  March  and  connected  up 
the  following  day. 

The  unit  is  constructed  of  plastic  coasted,  galvanised  steel 
sheeting  on  timber  framing  with  ply  internal  lining.  Entrance  screens 
are  provided  at  either  end  and  these  are  of  painted  timber  on  galvanised 
tubes. 


There  is  no  doubt  that  the  provision  of  toilet  accommodation  by 
this  method  is  cheaper  then  tra,cLitional  building,  but  the  location  of 
individual  sites  is  an  important  factor  and  only  time  \7ill  tell  v/hether 
or  not  the  factory  made  unit  wall  stand  up  to  rough  usage  and  vandalism 
although  results  so  far  are  encouraging  and  the  only  real  damage  has 
been  the  stead.ing  or  breaking  of  bolts,  basin  plugs,  toilet  roll  holders, 
etc,  and  on  one  occasion  a water  pipe  was  pulled  from  the  v/all. 

Day-to-day  use  has  been  quire  heavy  during  the  holiday  season 
reaching  over  1 ,000  persons  per  day  during  peak  pericls  at  week-ends, 

TMs  is  far  in  excess  of  what  was  anticipated  and  the  drednage  arrangements 
have  had  to  be  modified  to  cater  for  the  increased  load.

The  Council  ovjn  and  operate  t?70  public  conveniences,  one  being 
situated  at  Seato?m  and  one  at  Cliamiouth,  Both  of  these  are  adjacent 
to  the  beaches  and  are  in  great  demand  during  the  summer  months. 

In  addition  two  public  conveniences  are  provided  by  other 
organisations,  one  being  on  Charmouth  beach  and  one  on  the  Hive  beach 
at  Burton  Bradstock, 

The  Council  are  investigating  the  desirability  of  providing 
additional  conveniences  at  West  BexLngton  beach,  Bxirton  Bradstock 
village  and  Eypes  Mouth  beach,  and  the  provision  of  these  would 
go  a long  way  to  alleviate  nuisances  now  occurring  by  reason  of  the 
lack  of  public  conveniences.  In  connection  ?/ith  public 
conveniences  five  visits  were  made  during  19^6,

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good  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  & Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations  19^6. 

The  Regulations  apply  to  covered  and  uncovered  markets,  delivery 
vehicles,  mobile  shops,  stalls  and  trading  in  the  open  generally. 

They  strengthen  the  present  food  hygiene  requirements  for  these  forms 
of  trading  and  revoke  or  supersede  the  corresponding  requirements  in  the 
Rood  Hygiene  (G-eneral)  Regulations  I96O.  The  Regulations  come  into 
operation  on  the  1st  January,  19^7  and  the  Food  Hygiene  (G-eneral) 
Regulations  I96O  vdll  not  apply  after  that  date  to  food  businesses 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  nev/  Regulations* 

Follovidng  the  publication  of  the  I966  Regulations  all  the 
traders  in  the  district  known  to  be  operating  a stall  or  delivery 
vehicle  were  written  to  and  their  attention  was  drawn  to  the  nev/ 
Regulations.  By  so  doing  it  is  hoped  that  the  majority  of  vehicles 
and  all  the  stalls  v/ill  comply  with  the  new  Regulations  soon  after 
they  become  operative.  Some  20  delivery  vehicles  and  2 stalls  are 
involved. 

Health  Education  and  Food  Hygiene. 

It  is  impossible  for  standards  of  food  hygiene  to  be  maintained 
only  be  legislation*  Improvement  in  standards  will  be  obtained  by 
increasing  av/areness  of  the  dangers  of  poor  hygiene  both  by  the  public 
and  those  working  in  food  premises. 

It  is  hoped  in  the  new  yeajr  to  implement  a routine  health 
education  programme,  and  preparatory/  work  has  invoD.ved  9 visits  during 

1966* 


Since  19^1?  the  responsibility  for  the  issue  of  licences  for  the 
use  of  special  designation  in  connection  vdth  millc  was  transferred 
from  the  Coimcil  to  the  Dorset  Coimty  Council  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designation)  Regulations,  I96O.  The  County  Council,  however,  have 
continued  to  keep  this  Council  informed  regarding  the  number  of  samples 
taicen  and  the  analyses  of  these.  During  the  year  78  samples  v;ere  taken 
and  74  passed  the  prescribed  test.  15  Dealers’  icences  to  sell  pre- 
packed milk  and  2 Dealers’  licences  to  sell  untreated  milk  v;ere  issued* 


Brucellosis. 

Milk  samples  are  also  tested  for  brucellosis  and  as  a result  of  this 
four  herds  in  the  district  were  found  to  be  suspect  and  the  infection 
v/as  proven  in  one  case*  Hov/ever,  no  formal  action  was  found  to  be 
necessary. 
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.Slaughterhouses. 


There  is  one  licensed  privately  ovmed  slaughterhouse  at  Bradpole 
and  meat  is  transported  from  there  to  wholesalers  and  retailers  in  and 
outside  the  district. 

Five  employees  at  this  slaughterhouse  hold  full  licences  and  two 
employees  hold  trainee  licences,  issued  under  the  Slaughter  of  Ariimals 
Act,  1958. 

V/ithin  the  district  but  not  employed  at  the  slaughterhouse  there 
are  two  other  persons  holding  full  licences  and  one  person  holding  a 
trainees  licence. 

Meat  inspection  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  oxm.  staff  and  an 
one  hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection  service  is  maintained. 

During  I966  187  visits  were  paid  to  the  slaughterhouse  but  this 
figure  does  not  of  course  include  the  daily  visits  by  the  Meat  Inspector. 

35 >002  animals  were  killed  and  inspected  during  I966  and  I6  tons 
or  0.9  per  cent  of  meat  and  offal  were  condemned. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  number  of  carcases  of  3^oiang 
bovines  affected  with  tuberculosis  now  remains  fainly  constant.  There 
is  hov;ever  an  increase  in  the  number  of  carcases  of  cov;s  affected  vn.th 
this  disease  but  this  may  well  be  due  to  the  fact  that  greater  numbers 
of  adult  bovines  wMch  had  reacted  to  the  tuberculin  test  are  now  being 
sent  to  the  Bradpole  Slaughterhouse. 

In  1965  T reported  that  the  nttmber  of  adult  bovines  affected  by 
tuberculosis  had  increased  by  nearly  seven  times  on  the  figures  recorded 
in  ^^GLr•  The  figures  recorded  this  year  are  nearly  three  times  higher 
than  the  19^5  figures.  The  percentage  of  pigs  affected  by  tuberculosis 
has  continued  to  drop. 

In  respect  of  the  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis  and  cycticercosis 
the  percentage  of  the  nuniber  of  animals  affected  has  dropped  in  every  case 
vn.th  the  exception  of  the  adult  bovine  v;hich  is  nearly  double  the  figure 
recorded  in  1965*

Ain  KLLUTICN. 

At  the  present  moment  there  is  no  real  probelm  of  atmospheric 
pollution.  However,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Borough  of  Bridport 
and  part  of  the  surrounding  rural  area  is  situated  in  a basin  betv/een 
ioigh  IdllSjfrom  time  to  time  smoke  and  fog  can  be  trapped.  Any 
increase  in  housing  or  industry  might  cause  an  increase  in  smoke 
production  and  it  was  therefore  thought  valuable  to  obtain  measurements 
at  this  stage  for  comparison  in  the  future.  At  the  same  time  the 
figures  ob'cained  are  passed  to  the  Warren  Spring  Laboratories  widch 
assists  them  in  the  collecting  of  national  statistics. 

On  the  first  of  January  I966  the  air  pollution  measi-iring  station 
at  Bggardon  Kill  came  into  use  and  continued  to  record  information  as 
to  the  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  content  of  the  area  during  the  year. 
This  equipment  is  of  the  automatic  type  wlxich  requires  a weeicly  visit 
only  although  it  does  record  daily  figures.  In  conjunction  iTith 
this  sta,tion  v/e  also  carry  out  weather  observations  and  I would  like 
to  record  my  thanlcs  to  Mr,  McDowall  of  Loders  who  kindly  maintains  and 
reads  the  raingmge  on  my  behalf. 

The  figures  recorded  at  Eggardon,  together  v/ith  those  ascertained 
at  the  Grove  and  the  Tovm  Hall,  both  Ydtliin  the  Borough  of  Bridport,  are 
shown  in  the  following  table.

The  station  in  operation  at  the  Tovitti  Hall , Bridport  was  mainly  to 
ascertain  air  pollution  arising  from  road  vehicles. 

A high  level  station  at  The  Grove  will  have  recorded  air  pollution 
due  to  factory  and  domestic  fires,  etc.,  wiiilst  the  lovj  level  sta.tion  at 
the  Tov/n  Hall  has  recorded  the  factory  and  domestic  smoke  pollution  in 
addition  to  the  pollution  arising  from  the  exhaust  gases  of  road  vehicles 
halted  at  or  passing  the  Bast  Street  traffic  lights.  The  initial  analyses 
of  the  air  pollution  arising  from  vehicles  has  been  made  and  these  results  are 
based  on  an  assumption  that  the  pollution  due  to  industrial  and  domestic  fires  at 
the  Tovm  IjoII  station  is  the  same  as  that  recorded  at  The  Grove,  and 
tha,t  any  difference  in  the  recordings  obtained  from  the  Tovni  Hall  must  bo 
due  to  road  traffic.  It  is  Icnov/n  that  smoke  pollution  from  road  traffic  is 
negligible  at  a distance  of  50  yards  from  the  place  of  emission. 

Pollution  from  both  petrol  and  oil-using  internal  combustion  engines 
can  be  divided  into  (a)  visible  smoke,  and  (b)  invisible  gases  such  as 
carbon  monoxide,  hydrocarbons,  aldehydes,  nitrogen  oxides.  Petrol  engine 
exhaust  gas  contains  products  of  incomplete  combustion  v/ith  little  sulphur 
dioxide  but  liigh  C8.rbon  monoxide  content,  and  it  is  the  sulphur  dioxide 
wliich  is  measured  at  our  stations.  On  the  other  hand  diesel  engine 
exhaust  gas  contains  a large  amount  of  sulphur  dioxide  and  lesser  amoimts 
of  caj?bon  monoxide.  Diesel  fumes  may  contain  the  hydrocarbon  35  4- 
benzpyrene  also,  wliich  substance  is  said  to  cause  lung  cancer,  but  much 
la,rger  quantities  of  both  sulphur  dioxide  a,nd  benzpyrene  are  discharged  to  the 
atmospliere  by  the  burning  of  coal.  Smoke  from  coal  fires  is,  of  course, 
discharged  at  roof  top  level,  v/hereas  diesel  engine  exhausts  are  discharged 
at  pavement  level. 
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The  results  obtained  in  1^66  are  shovm  on  the  attached  graphs,  and 
it  should  be  appreciated  that  similar  graph  curves  need  not  necessarily 
be  obtained  during  19^7  as  both  the  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  content  of  the 
continuous  samples  is  affected  by  rainfall,  temperature,  etc*  The  effect 
of  November  "fogs"  and  mists  is  cleanly  shorn  on  both  graphs,  but 
other  high  monthly  rainfalls  do  not  produce  "peaks"  on  the  graph  unless 
the  rainfall  was  spread  fairly  evenly  over  the  month,  for  heavy  rain  tends 
to  v/ash  the  atmosphere  and  "clean"  samples  ara  taken  into  the  recording 
apparatus*  The  sulphur  dioxide  graph  clearly  indicates  the  holiday 
months,  rdth  the  effect  of  the  sulphur  dioxide  held  in  suspension  in 
the  atmosphere  by  the  November  mists* 

During  the  year  258  visits  were  made,  during  which  no  nuisances  from 
smoke  emmission  were  reported  or  noted*
